To Sir James Charles Mathew, Knight, a Judge of the Queen’s Bench Division of the 
High Court of Justice in England ; Christopher T. Redington, Esquire, D.L. ; John 
Roche, Esquire, one of Her Majesty’s Counsel learned in the law ; Edmund Murphy, 
Esquire ; and Morrough O’Brien, Esquire : 

Whereas, We have deemed it expedient that a Commission should forthwith issue to 
inquire into and report respecting estates where the tenancy of a holding or of holdings 
has been determined since the 1st day of May, 1879, and in respect of which holdings 
claims to be reinstated have been made by the tenants evicted therefrom now resident 
in Ireland : 

Now, We, Robert Offley Ashburton Milnes, Baron Houghton, Lord Lieutenant- 
General and General-Governor of Ireland, nominate, constitute, and appoint you, Sir 
James Charles Mathew, Christopher T. Redington, John Roche, Edmund Murphy, and 
Morrough O’Brien, to be Commissioners for the purposes aforesaid, that is to say,: — 

To report to us : — 

(1.) The number of tenants on such estates who have been evicted from their 
holdings since the 1st day of May, 1879 ; the extent and annual rent of each 
such holding, with such particulars of the evictions as you may deem 
necessary. 

(2.) The number of such holdings re-let to other tenants, or sold by the owners of 
such estates ; the new rent or purchase money of each holding ; the rent paid 
by the former tenants ; and such other circumstances connected with the 
substituted tenants or purchasers as you may deem expedient. 

(3.) The number of tenants reinstated on such estates, the names of the estates, 
and the terms upon which such re-instatement took place. 

(4.) Any proposals for settlement which have been made or which may be made by 
landlord or tenant, with a view to re-instatement. 

(5.) The cost, as far as can be ascertained, of the evictions to the Exchequer, and 
the cost, as far as can be ascertained, to the Exchequer and to local rates of 
any proceedings consequent upon evictions, and such other facts and circum- 
stances connected therewith as you may deem expedient. 
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(6.) What means should be adopted to bring about settlements and the reinstatement 
of the evicted tenants, and thereby to give effect to the policy of the late 
Parliament indicated by section 13 of the “ Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 
1891.” 

And for the better effecting the purposes of this Our Commission, we do by these 
presents authorize and empower you or any two or more of you to be named by you 
to call before you or any two or more of you such persons as you may think fit to 
examine, and by whom you may be the better informed in the several matters hereby 
submitted for your consideration, and everything connected therewitlr, and generally 
to inquire of and concerning the premises by all other lawful ways and means 
whatsoever : 


And also to call for and examine such books, documents, papers, writings, or records 
as you or any two or more of you as aforesaid shall think useful for the purposes of 
the inquiry : 


And we also by these presents authorize and empower you or any two or more of 
you as aforesaid to visit and personally inspect such places as you or any two or more 
of you may deem expedient for the purposes aforesaid, and also to employ such persons 
as you may think fit to assist you in undertaking any inquiry for the purposes aforesaid 
which you may deem expedient to make, and Our pleasure is that you or any two 
or more of you as aforesaid do from time to time and with all convenient speed report 
to Us what you shall find touching and concerning the premises. 

And We further by these presents ordain that this Our Commission shall continue 
in full force and virtue, and that you Our Commissioners do from time to time proceed 
in the execution thereof, although the same be not continued from time to time by 
adjournment.

TO HIS EXCELLENCY ROBERT OFFLEY ASHBURTON MILNES. 
BARON HOUGHTON, 

LORD LIEUTENANT GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 


May II’ PLEASE TOUR Excellency. 

Your Excellency’s Commission, dated the 14th day of October, 1892, having 
directed us to inquire into and report respecting Estates where the tenancy of a holding 
or of holdings has been determined since the 1st day of May, 1879, and in respect of 
which holdings claims to be reinstated have been made by the tenants evicted there- 
from now resident in Ireland : and to report to your Excellency — 

(1.) The number of tenants on such estates who have been evicted from their 
holdings since the 1st day of May, 1879 ; the extent and annual rent of each 
such holding, with such particulars of the evictions as we might deem 
necessary. 

(2.) The number of such holdings re-let to other tenants, or sold by the owners 
of such estates ; the new rent or purchase money of each holding ; the rent paid by the 
former tenants ; and such other circumstances connected with the substituted 
tenants or purchasers as we might deem expedient. 

(3.) The number of tenants reinstated on such estates, the names of the estates, 
and the terms upon which such reinstatement took place. 

(4.) Any proposals for settlement which have been made or which may be made 
by landlord or tenant, with a view to reinstatement. 

(5.) The cost, as far as can be ascertained, of tbe evictions to the Exchequer, and 
the cost, as far as can be ascertained, to the Exchequer and to local rates of 
any proceedings consequent upon evictions, and such other facts and circum- 
stances connected therewith as we might deem expedient. 

(6.) What means should be adopted to bring about settlements and the re- 
instatement of the evicted tenants, and thereby to give effect to the policy of the late 
Parliament indicated by section 13 of the “Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 
1891.” 

We have the honour to submit the following report to your Excellency : — 

I. — Proceedings op the Commission and Evidence. 

1. We met in Dublin for our first public sitting on Monday, November 7th. 
Twenty-six sittings were held in all, in the course of which 185 witnesses were 
examined. The greater number of these were evicted tenants, but we had also the 
assistance of many dignitaries and clergymen of the Roman Catholic Church, and of 
members of Parliament, who were able to afford us valuable information from their 
knowledge of the condition and circumstances of different parts of the country where 
•evictions had taken place. 

Having previously given notice in the Press of the points upon which we desired 
information, we caused forms to be drawn up for the convenience of those willing to 
•assist us. Copies of these forms ■wdll be found in the Appendix to the evidence. 

At the opening of our proceedings, the rules to be observed with regard to the exam- 
ination of witnesses were stated with the approval of all the then members of the 
'Commission. 
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Bvidoaoe, p. 1 . We announced that it was proposed to examine the witnesses who might attend to 
give evidence on each side, and that those interested would be permitted to put, through 
members of the Commission, any questions that might appear to be relevant. We 
reserved to ourselves the right, should the occasion arise, to permit the attendance of 
Counsel for the purposes of cross-examination. 

The course pursued, with respect to most of the estates into which we inquired, was 
to examine, in the first instance, some witnesses conversant with the general state 
of the property, and the history of the differences which had arisen. A certain 
number of evicted tenants were then called to give evidence with regard to their own 
evictions, and those of their neighbours. In all cases the landlords were informed, 
either by advertisement or by letter, of the date upon which the inquiry into each 
estate would be held. Replies were received in nearly every instance, refusing to assist 
the Commission in any way. 

Wc were deprived of the assistance which we hoped to derive from the great 
experience of Mr. Edmund Murphy in the valuation and management of estates by his 
withdrawal after the close of the proceedings on the second day of the inquiry. 

Ml'. iVIuiTough O’Brien ceased to act upon being appointed a member of the Land 
Commission. 

II. — Estates. 

2 . We have received applications from many evicted tenants in all parts of Ireland 
who claim to be reinstated in their holdings. It has been impossible in the short timo 
at our disposal, and with the means at our command to inquire into all these cases. 

We selected the following estates as those upon which combinations had been formed,, 
or the Plan of Campaign adopted, or a number of evictions had taken place.

140S5. There were throe small estates upon which the Plan of Campaign had been resorted to,. 

with respect to which no special inquii'y seemed to be necessary. On all the others- 
where the same combination had been adopted settlements have been concluded. 

Appendix lo 3 . With regard to the remaining cases we have obtained what information we could 

vorsnmmary through the poHce as to the present condition of the farms and their former tenants, 
whose names, together with other particulars, appear in the appendix to the evidence. 

4. Upon the above mentioned estates, with the exception of those of Lord Cloncurry 
and the Messrs. Den Keatinge, disputes do not appear to have arisen before the years- 
1385 or 1887. The great and general agricultural depression which prevailed in 
Ireland at that period was proved by the witnesses called before us, and in support of 
their statements we may usefully cite the following passages from the Report of 
the Cowper Commission issued on the 21st of February, 1887 : — 

“16. The fall in tlie price ofproduce of all kinds, aiidinall2)ai'tsof the country, has much impaired the ability 
of the farmers to pay the full rent. And this, following on a jirevious general restriction of credit by tho 
banks and other lenders of money, as well as by the shopkeepers, has very greatly increased their financial diffi- 
culties. Much evidence in proof of this has been laid before the Commission. 

• The greater part of this Estate has passed into the possession of the Scottish Provident Institution as 
owners 
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“17. TheSub-CommissiouorSjrecogniaing the depression, began towards tho end of 1885 to reduce the rents 
then being judicially fixed, by from 10 to 14 per cent, below the scale of reduction in the four previous 
yeaj’s. And they have since continued to act on this principle. 

“ 18. The sudden fall in price duiing the last two years, was intensified in its effect by a gradual deterio- 
ration, which had been go'ng on, in the quality and produce of the soil, both tillage and grass, during a series 
of years of low tempei-atiire and much rain, es])ecially 1879, the worst year of the century. During this peiuod, 
much of the tenants’ capital in Ireland, as in other parts of the United Kingdom, had disappeared. The cost 
of cultivation, compared with tha t of an earlier period, had also greatly increased. The land has in con- 
sequence been much drawn upon, and reduced in condition by the increasing exigencies of the tenants, and lias 
thereby brought poorer crops, with consequent scarcity of money to meet engagements, both to landlords 
.and to other creditoivs. The withdrawal of credit to the farmers by the banks and other 
lenders of money, which began after 1879 (although to some extent to be attributed to the 
•difficulty of collecting debts owing to the organization of the National League), is strong evidence of the 
diminishing means of the Irish farmers by persons most closely acquainted with their circumstances. All 
classes are thus suffering from the defective produce of the soil over a period of years, a state of things much 
aggravated by the sudden fall ot jjrices in the last two. 

“ 19. — In order to test the value of the st.-itements mswle to ns, the Registrar-General was requested by 
this Commission to prepare a return of the value of live stock and crops, showing the numbers, at various 
ages, of cattle and sheep, and the estimated produce of the crops, with tlie average prices of each year, ajid of 
•each kind, from 1881 to 1886. This carefully prepared statement shows an average fall in the last two years, 
as compai'ed with the average of the four preceding years, in the value of tlie agricultural capital of the occupiers 
of land in Ireland, amounting to 181 per cent., a loss which goes far to explain the present depressed condition 
■of Iiish agricultural property.” 

5. Additional value is lent to the Report of the Cowper Commission from the fact 
that the Commissioners had the advantage of receiving the evidence of some well known 
officials, land owners, and land agents, whose names are stated in the Appendix to this .ippendix trt. 
Report. 

6. We have endeavoured to ascertain to what extent the foregoing observations 35 . 301 , 302 , 1108 , 
■of the Commissioners are applicable to the estates into which we have made inquiry. 

The evidence we have received shows that on these estates at the time when rent 
disputes arose, the condition of things, described by the Commissioners, existed, and 
largely accounted for the agrarian conflict that followed. The settlement of disputes {Iim; “mI 
may have been made more difficult from the fact that no general improvement has 
since taken place in the condition of Irish agriculture. 

7. It has been proved to our satisfaction that there was not, as has been asserted, nwo. etsf?. 

.a general strike by tenants against the payment of all rent on the estates into 
which we have inquired. The dispute originated in each case, with the exception of 

the Tipperary Estate of Mr. Sraith-Barry, in the question whether there should 
be any abatement, and, if so, what the amount of such abatement should be. On that 
■estate the difficulties arose in consequence of the intervention of Mr. Smith-Barry in 2 ooia, 
the dispute between Mr. Ponsonby and his tenants, as to the propriety of which we 
■express no opinion. 

8. The claim of the tenants was generally founded upon 

1. The fall in prices to which we have already alluded. 

2. The abatements given by neighbouring landlords, which were, in many cases, igeufq; 1202 - 3 , 
more than those asked for by the tenants on the partioulai- estates coming under

3. The increased reductions in fixing judicial rents granted by the Land ]lt^i27»37’. 
Commission in and after 1885. (With reference to this it would appear that whex-eas 

the percentage of reductions over the whole of Ii-eland amounted in the years 1881-5 m.etifq. 
to 19'4, the percentage in 1885-6 rose to 24'1, and in 1886-7 loached 31’3). 

4. The reductions on judicial rents under the Act of i 887. Appendix vl 

The refusal of the landlords to accede to the tenants’ demands appears to have 
been based mainly upon the following considerations : — 

1. That judicial rents ought not to be interfered with. 

2. That the agitation for the reduction of rent was not agi’arian but political. 

3. That the demands of the tenants were excessive. 

4. That claims for all round abatements, without reference to the circumstances 

of each tenant, were unjust.

10. All available legal means were resorted to on behalf of the landlords for the 
enforcement of their rights. The resistance of the tenants to these proceedings 
involved much useless litigation, and a great waste of money, the accumulation of costs 
subsequently presenting a formidable obstacle in the way of settlement. The very large 
amount expended in resisting legal proceedings, and in providing for the shelter and 
maintenance of evicted tenants and their families, appears from the evidence given by 

11955. jjr, Dillon. To what sum the loss of rent, and the outlay incurred on behalf of the 

landlords have amounted, we have had no means of ascertaining.

12. The evictions led, in many instances, to a violent resistance, and were conse- 
quently attended with much damage to the dwelling-houses of the tenants. Several 
complaints were made by witnesses of the needless destruction of their personal effects 
at the time of the evictions, and of waste and injury to the houses and farm buildings 
by emergencymen and others, while subsequently in charge for the landlords. 

13. The assistance of a large number of military, police, and armed emergencymen 
was obtained to carry out the evictions on many of the estates. 

Table A. of Appendix I. contains particulars of the number employed on each of the 
above-mentioned estates. 

14. 'Ihe arrests and prosecutions of the tenants which necessarily followed from their 
resistance to the law, often added to the feeling of intense exasperation in the 
various localities. 

15. It is to be regretted that it was considered advisable in many cases to burn 
down or destroy the dwelling-houses which as a general rule had been built by the 
tenants or their predecessors. Those who understand the attachment of the Irish 
peasant to his home will be able to appreciate the effect of such acts. 

An explanation is suggested for this course of proceeding by the fact that the evicted 
tenants sometimes resumed occupation after the sheriff had withdrawn.

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16. The evicted tenants, in many cases, have been living in huts in the vicinity 
of the estates, provided by some of the associations formed for their defence, or have 
gone to reside in the neighbouring towns or villages. They have been, and are now 
maintained by weekly grants from funds raised by public subscriptions. 

1 /. The present condition of the evicted farms on many of the estates is deplorable. 219 - 20 . 368 , 2181 , 
The land has gone to waste. Fields, once cultivated and fairly productive, are now 
covered with furze and weeds. Tracts reclaimed by the industry of the tenants from 
bog or mountain are returning to their original condition. The former tenants with 
little or no occupation hang about their old farms, and have never relinquished the 
hope of re-instatement. It is not surprising that, in view of this condition of things, 
the authorities have considered the presence of an additional police force on many of 1221,8176, 9 ai«.«t 
the estates advisable. iG 2 uf^« 9 .‘*”

It will be seen on reference to Appendix I., Table B, that out of the 250 farms 
occupied by new tenants 1 5 appear to have been re-let by arrangement with the old 
tenants. So far as can be ascertained, the 235 farms which were re-let to or purchased 
by new tenants without any such arrangement are hold by 102 individuals. Where 
re-instatement has taken place the terms will be found in Appendix II. 

19. The Coolgreany, Massereene, and Luggacurran Estates call for particular mention 
as being those upon which the greatest number of fai'ins have been re-let, and, in the 
case of the last estate, sold to new tenants. 

20. The valuable Report of Mr. Richard Barrington, which is fully set out in the i2sa3,mi,ctsw 
evidence, as well as the statements of the witnesses appearing before us, throw 
considerable light upon the circumstances of many of the new tenants on the Coolgreany 

estate. With perhaps two exceptions the ne"- tenants would seem not to be prospering. 

Several complain that their rents are too high, and it is worthy of remark that one tenant, 

who is in possession of no less than 20 farms, covering an area of about 1,008 acres, 

and let for much less than the amount of the old rents, has had his stock recently sco^Ap^endix 

distrained by the landlord for rent. Some new tenants, while holding at greatly reduced z^iper ix'® 

rents, were assisted out of a “ Derelict Farm Fund,” to the very large amount of £6,000 

to enable them to work their farms. These advances have been secured by mortgages i6265. 

of their interest in the holdings. 
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21. Although the estate of Lord Massereene presents a favourable contrast in the 
condition of the land to Coolgreany, and some of the new tenants appear to be 
experienced farmers, yet it would seem doubtful whether ail the lands are being used 
to the best advantage. On this estate five of the new comers have also been assisted 
witli money to the amount of £650 out of the “ Derelict Farm Fund.” The present 
occupiers carry on their farming operations under great disadvantages, and need tlie 
con.stant protection of a considerable force of police. 

22. On Lord Lansdowne’s estate of Luggacurran we have evidence that, with regard 
to twenty evicted farms, sales to new tenant owners have been sanctioned by the Land 

soefoiiowing Commission. We were unable to obtain all the information we required as to these sales 
«pcniiTi!or iHh from either Lord Lansdowne’s agent or the Land Commission. The particulars with 
ippendiiiv. which we have been furnished by the latter Department will be found in the Appendix 
to this Fepoi't. 

23. Out of the total number of tenants on the Ponsonby estate, sixty had, up to the 
date of our inquiry, signed contracts for purchase, which had been sanctioned by the 

seo Petition- Land Commissioii, forty-one had signed conti-acts which remained unsanctioned, and 
Erfdoniac? thc remainder had refused to sign on the ground that the terms were too onerous, and 
Paper VII. antiual instalments would be more than they could hope to meet. 

AppMdix^rv. Particulars of both sanctioned and unsanctioned advances appear in the Appendix 
to this Feport. 

The terms agreed to by the tenants, and, in most cases, approved by the Land • 
Commission, were seventeen years’ purchase of the old rents, and nineteen years of the 
11996 - 7 , 12038. judicial rents. In addition to these amounts, the contracts provided that the purchasers 
I'Isei, ^ should give the landlord promissory notes, payable three years after date, for amounts 
and eeo 12576. j^y. gome of the tenants to represent arrears of rent. 

3069 . 24. With respect to the Tipperary estate of Mr. Smith-Barry, it appears that about 

forty-four agricultural tenants who had been, or were about to be evicted, have been 
reinstated upon the following terms : — 

1. That the same allowances should be made to them as had been given on the 
estate in July, 1889. 

3076 , et 2. That the tenants should be restored to the same position they held before 
eviction, in order that those who had notalready had their rents judicially fixed 
might do so. 

3. That the tenants should pay only the costs as between party and party ; half 
the arrears to be paid upon going back, the other half being secured by a biW 
payable six months after date. 

About forty farms still remain under the control of the landlord. 



25. On the Olphert estate it seems that 146 tenants have been reinstated ujjon 
payment of three years’ rent and half costs, and within eight months they were called 
upon to pay another year’s rent. The tenants complain of these terms as onerous. 
Whether they hold as pi’csent tenants, or are deprived of the full protection of the 
Land Acts, we have been unable to asceid-ain. We were not furnished with a copy of a 
document which the tenants were required to sign, and of the contents of which, according 
to their statements, they were not informed. 



26. About ten tenants on Lord Cloncurry’s estate were reinstated in 1882, on the 
conditions that they should pay arrears and costs, and in some cases in addition, take 
leases, the effect of which was to debar them from availing themselves of the Acts of 
1870 and 1881. 

Upon this estate, from which the tenants on 1,100 acres had been evicted ten years 
ago, it appears, from his lordship’s evidence given before the Cowper Commission, 
that none of the farms had been re-let up to December, 1886, and that they were 
then in the hands of the Land Corporation. We had no means of ascertaining what 
profit had been made by Lord Cloncurry, but, from his statements and from the 
evidence of the terms upon which the Land Corporation worked the lands in their 
hands, we should gather that the profit, if any, was not considerable. 
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— Proposals for Settlkmbnt made by Landlords or Tenants. 

27. In most cases before the evictions took place proposals were made on behalf of 
the tenants, which after' a more or less lengthened discussion, were rejected. 

After the evictions further negotiations were entered into, in the course of which the 
landlords in several instances made more liberal offers to the tenants than they had 
done at the commencement of the dispute. The proposals of the tenants often took the 
form of an offer to purchase and the landlords in many cases were ready to sell, but they 709,^!*<v _i 7 os. 
wore unable to agi’ee upon the terms.

28. Details of the offer.s made on each side, and of the protracted discussions and n25i!i’«tc«' 
correspondence which followed, appear in the evidence. On the Ponsonby Estate the 
attempts to settle were renewed no less than fourteen times. Upon the Massereene u 3 g, lu.'. 
Estate the abatements finally offered by the landlord would have been probably accepted 

but for his determination that two of the tenants should not be reinstated as a punish- 
ment for their having acted as leaders. It is much to be regretted that this exclusion iGi 59 ,«i«< 7 - 
Avas insisted upon. 

29. On the Clanricarde Estate the evidence shows that the first direct demand of”. 
the tenants was not excessive. The fairness of the tenants’ claims v,-as to a large 
extent proved by the reductions granted on the Estate by the Land Commissioners 39 , 40 , 473 . 433 . 
in 1887 and 1888; and to Lord Clanricarde’s resolution in the first instance not to 

give a reduction, his agent, Mr. Joyce, attributed wholly the very bad feeling which cowpef . 

pi’evailed in the locality. In the course of the negotiations. Lord Clanricarde proposed 

to make concessions whidi the tenants still considered inadequate. He also expressed 

his willingness to sell to the tenants but demanded twenty-five years’ purchase. Ini25.''«». 

some instances, as a condition of reinstatement, it was insisted that the tenants should 

pay rent for the time they were out of possession, and in others that they should take no,i82,362, 

farms from which their fellow tenants had been evicted. With respect to the 

management of this estate, Ave desire to point out that long before the appointment 

of this Commission it had been the subject of grave censure by high judicial and official 

authority.* 

30. We gather from the evidence taken before the Cowper Commission that Lordcowpor. 
Cloncurry was at one time willing to sell his estate to his tenants. In November, 1891, 20723 !”“*“°“' 
the tenants seem to have been prepared to give twenty years’ purchase of the valuation. W 
This offer was not accepted we presume on the ground that it was considered insufficient. 

There have been no recent negotiations for settlement upon this estate, and the Land 
Corporation still appear to be in possession. 

31. On the O’Grady Estate an endeavour was made by the tenants to take .advantage 
of section 13 of the Act of 1891, and an offer -was made to buy at nineteen years, 
purchase of the gross rental, but the sum demanded on behalf of the landlord for costs 
Avas more than the tenants were willing to pay. 

32. The statements made by the witnesses called Avith reference to the condition of 
the tenants on the Olphevt Estate deserve attention. The w’hole district appears to«« 7 * ‘ 
suffer from periodic famines. The tenants are only able to live and pay their rents 

by subjecting themselves and their families to painful privations. The hiring of 
children of tender age aAvay from their homes and from the care of theirparents is a 12600 . 12315 , «t 
sufficient indication of the deplorable poverty of the district. The original dispute as 
to the amount of abatement narroAved itself to the question Avhether the reduction 
cn judicial rents should be tAventy per cent; as offered by the tenants, or ten per cent. ’ 
as proposed by the landlord. 'J’hc tenants urged that the abatements should be settled 
on the basis of the decisions of the Land Commissioners under the Act of 1887. These 
proposals were refused and the evictions ensued. Further negotiations conducted onviGHetseq. 
behalf of the tenants by Bishop O’Donnell appear to have broken down on a question 
of the reinstatement of one tenant. 

33. With respect to the Coolgreany Estate negotiations were carried on with the 507i, 
owner by Archbishop Walsh, who offered the suggestion that a settlement should be 
come to by lowering the rents according to the scale of reduction granted by the Land 
Commission in the county of Wexford during the years 1886 and 1887. Counter 
proposals were made, but no solution of the dispute Avas arrived at.

AppendiiL 35. The costs under two of the tabulated heads, which will be found in t-he 
Tables 0 and to this Report, are continuing charges on the Exchequer and Local rates. 


VII. — Conclusions. 

36. The policy of re-instatement appears to us to be clearly sanctioned by the 13th 
section of the Land Purchase Act of 1891. That section provides as follows : — 

“ (1.) Where the tenancy of a holding lias been determined since the 1st day of May, 1879, and the former 
landlord or his successor in title is in occupation of the holding, it shall be lawful for the former landlord or his 
successor in title within six months of the passing of this Act to enter into an agreement under the Land Purchase 
Acts or the said Acts as amended by this Act for the sale of the holding to the former tenant or his personal repre- 
sentatives. (2.) An advance for such purpose may be mside by the Land Commission in the same manner and 
subject to the same conditions as if the purchaser was at the date of the agreement in possession of the hold- 
ing as tenant, and thereupon all the provisions of the Land Purchase Acts as amended by this Act shall apply 
to such agreement and advance. (3.) If the Land Commission are of opinion that the holding would be 
sufficient security for the advance but for its having become temporarily deteriorated in value, they may make 
the advance upon the purchaser providing such security as they may deem sufficient to meet any risk arising 
from such temporary deterioration.” 

37. The section has not been successful. The invitation of the Legislature to 
landowners and evicted tenants to settle their differences has not been generally 
responded to. We have no reason to believe, in the cases into which we have inquired, 
that the tenants were prevented by any improper influence from seeking to avail 
themselves of the Act. They appear to have been deterred by the failure of previous 
negotiations, which generally were broken ofi' on the question of costs and arrears. 
The landlords, on their part, do not seem to have been disposed to take the initiative. 
We see no prospect of useful results through the re-enactment of the section, even 
without any such limitation of time as it contained. 

38. The economic effect of leaving the evicted tenants without the means of obtain- 
ing a livelihood, and of permitting large tracts of country to lie idle and almost 
entirely unproductive, cannot be ignored, and the failure to settle this question is 
injurious alike to the material interests of landowners, tenants, and the community. 
The heavy charges hitherto incurred in protecting life and property will have to be 
continued, and, unless a remedy can be found, possibly increased. The table already 
given, shows what those charges have been with respect to the estates therein mentioned. 
The large number of cases into which we have not fully inquired, may involve a 
-considerable expenditure of the same character. 
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39. On the estates where the Plan of Campaign has been had recourse to, it will be 
seen that 884 tenants are still out of their holdings. The conditions under which these 
tenants exist, and the state of their former farms where these have remained unoccu- 
pied are, we believe, described with general accuracy in the 1 6th and 17th paragraphs 
of this Beport. We consider the continuance of this state of things dangerous to the 
good government and peace of the country. The fact that there has been so little 
crime since 1886, in the districts in which the evictions have taken place, would seem 
to be in a great measure due to the hope entertained by the tenants of restoration to 
their homes. 

40. We regret the absence of a spirit of conciliation on each side in this unhappy 
agi'arian controversy. The evidence given before us shows that many landlords gave 
large and generous abatements to their tenants. In other instances, however, it is to 
be regretted that the original demands of the tenants were peremptor-ily rejected. 

These demands, taking into consideration the fall in prices, and the increasing 
embarrassments of the tenants to which we have before referred, were not so extravagant 
as to preclude their forming the basis of a reasonable settlement. 

41. Whatever may be said as to the character of the combinations into which the 
tenants entered, we do not think that, as a body, they deserve to be denounced as 
fraudulent and dishonest. We do not lose sight of the fact, that the combinations 
were pronounced by high authority to be criminal, and that objections may be made 

on this ground to any proposals of compnmiise. But in many instances the landowners Appendix v. 
felt justified in taking a more indulgent view of the conduct of their tenants. i 

15 out of the 116 estates upon which the Plan of Campaign was had recourse to, the 
tenants accepted the terms offered by the landlords. Upon 84 estates the terms of settle- 
ment offei-ed by the tenants were accepted, and rents paid subject to the abatements 
asked for. Evicted tenants were reinstated, and I'uined houses in many cases rebuilt. 

We have no reason to believe that the friendly relations thus re-established have since 
been disturbed. But this satisfactory termination of disputes on some estates has not 
lessened the disappointment of those who, without being more to blame than others, 
have suffered more severely. 

42. We have not been able to discover any sufficient reason why evicted tenants on 
the estates which were the subject of our inquiries should be treated with exceptional 
harshness. Nor, on the other hand, is it apparent why, in the pecuniary interest of the 
landowners, the present state of things should not be brought to an end. The long and 
fruitless negotiations which have taken place leave little ground for hoping that a 
settlement will be arrived at without the assistance of an impartial judgment upon the 
points in dispute. No solution can be looked for where either disputant desires to be 
sole judge, and is reluctant to confide in any other tribunal. We think the aid of 
Parliament should be invoked to provide, with due limitations, for the termination by 
arbitration of what is left of the agrarian controversy; and we believe that such a 
result may be brought about without making any large demand upon the public purse. 

43. Our recommendations are as follows ; — 

1. The Land Commission, or a Special Commission to be named for the purpose, 
shall be empowered to settle disputes between landowners and evicted tenants. 

2. Where the evicted holding is in the power or under the control of the land- 
lord, the former tenant shall be enabled to petition the Commission for re-instate- 
ment as tenant, setting forth in his petition the terms as to rent or otherwise 
upon which he is prepared to accept re-instatement. The offer to be submitted to 
the landlord, with a request for a statement within a given period of his objections 
(if any), and any counter proposals. 

3. If no amicable arrangement be come to, the Commission shall determine upon 
what terms, as to rent or otherwise, the petitioner shall be entitled to be re-instated. 

4. Where applications for re-instatement have been made, the owner shall 
have the option of requiring that the lands shall be purchased by the tenants 
under the Land Purchase Acts, on terms to be fixed by the Commission. A tenant 
refusing to purchase shall have no claim to be re-instated. 

5. Upon any such Purchase, the Commission shall have power, either to extend 
the time over which the instalments are payable, or to postpone the payment of 
the first instalment for such period as they shall think fit. 

C 
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6. The Commission shall be empowered to pay to the landlord such sum as shall 
be considered just, in respect of arrears due at the time that judgment in ejectment 
was obtained ; one-half of any such payment to be paid or secured by the tenant. 

7. Upon the application of the Board of Guardians the Commission shall 
have power to make loans upon the security of the rates of the Electoral Division, 
to enable re-instatod tenants to stock their holdings. 

8. The Commission shall have power, upon the application of an evicted 
tenant, to inquire whether a new occupier has a substantial interest in the holding, 
and when it shall appear that there is no such interest, to re-instate the former 
tenant on such terms as shall seem just. 

9. The Commission shall be enabled to ascertain the terms, if any, upon which 
a new tenant or purchaser having a substantial interest in his holding may be 
willing to transfer it to the former tenant, and, if they think the terms reasonable, 
to assist the evicted tenant by making a grant to the extent of one-half of the 
agreed amount. 

10. Where it is found impracticable to re-instate evicted tenants, the 
Commission shall have power to purchase lands to re-sell to such tenants under 
the Land Purchase Acts. 

44. In conclusion, we desire to express our thanks to Mr. Lister Drummond, the 
Secretary, and to Mr. Hugh Metcalfe, the Assistant Secretary of the Commission, for 
the zeal and ability with which they have discharged their laborious duties.
